The bat- 
the of the Marne was a purely stratogi- 
cal batile, in which the victory was to 
the less numerous side, Many irn- 
portant strategical movements have 
taken place entirely unknown to the 
public, I say “many” adviecdly, and 1 
will gave two examples. 

Just before the battle on the Marne, 
Gen. Joffre received Information that a 
German army corps was advancing 
from Metz toward Bar-le-Duc, threat- 
ening his flank in an unexpected man- 


ner. He sent a cavalry division to re- 
tard it until he could deal with it prop- 
erty, 

The comrgnder of the dtvision, 
whose name i do not know, understood 
the yalue of strategy He found the 
enemy entering St. Mthiel. Instead af 


attacking directly, he crossed the Meuse 
to the south, leaving the road to Bar- 
le-Due open, and plunged suddenly in- 
to the flank of the Germans The 
latter, bewildered by this unforseen atx 
tack from an unforeseen quarter, not 
knowing they had nothing in front of 
them, and naturally suspecting a trap, 
retreated post haste to. Metz if the 
French cavalry had the en- 
emy's advance inthe way, In- 
[stead of risking everything by a clever 
move, they would undoubtedly have

Again, in the battle of the Marne it 
self, when Gen. Foch was outn bered 
and hard pressed at the Marais de St 
Gond by von Hausen and von Buelow 
Gen. Franchet d' Fasperey, who had 
fatriy beaten von Buelow on the latter's 
right, made haste to lend Foch an en- 
tire army corps. This force, withdraw- 
ing its pressure from von Huelow, ad- 
vanced around the western edge of the 
St. Gond marshes, fell upon the reserves 
and transport of the Prussian guard, 
caueed von Hausen to retreat and was 
tnstrumental in preventing the Ger- 
mans from making a new stand on the 
banks of the Marne itself, which they 
recrossed in confusion
